Eden Talks On 


World Peace 


Men's Club Hears 
About Federalists 
The only course left open for 
the people to prevent wars in the 
future is some form of world gov­ 
ernment that will establish laws 
to enforce world peace, Jack Eden 
told the Presbyterian Men’s club 
last night. 
About sixty men at­ 
tended the meeting, which was 
enlivened with an interesting dis­ 
cussion of international problefns 
following Eden’s talk. 
Eden said he is a member of 
the United World Federalists, or­ 
ganized in 1947 and now having 
700 chapters and 50,000 dues flay­ 
ing members all over the country. 
After studying various plans and 
organizations seeking to promote 
international peace, Eden said he 
found this group’s program 
the 
most convincing and appealing. 
The United World 
Federalists 
propose the setting up of a world 
government 
to 
enforce 
world 
peace. 
Member nations 
would 
not have to surrender any of their 
rights or sovereignty, except the 
power to start war, he explained. 
A world police force would be 
organized under 
the 
federalist 
plan, and provisions 
would 
be 
made for regular inspections of 
various nations to 
prevent 
the 
building of armaments and arm ­ 
ies for purposes 
of 
aggression. 
Such a plan would have prevent­ 
ed the rise of Hitler as Germ any’s 
Nazi dictator, Eden said.

S 
U PPR ESSIO N of new s bv governm ent 
officials w as th e subject of m uch dis­ 
cussion and considerable concern at the 
convention in W ashington last w eek of the 
A m erican Society of N ew spaper Editors. It 
should be a concern, too, of the A m erican 
public because w h en the sources of new s 
are denied to n ew spaperm en, they are d e­ 
nied to the A m erican people. 
A com m ittee on freedom of inform ation, 
headed by Ja m es S. Pope, of the Louisville 
C o u rier-Jo u rn al reported a long series of 
exam ples of new s interference by g o v ern ­ 
m e n t officials, ranging from village clerks 
to th e heads of federal agencies. 
L ast year Stephen J. Roth, then a tto r­ 
ney general of M ichigan, told a M ichigan 
editorial conference that public 
officials 
“unless they are interested 
in 
political 
suicide are going to be pretty circum spect 
on letting you tak e a good look at w hat 
public business is being conducted.” This 
is just one of the exam ples 
of 
g o v ern ­ 
m en tal attitudes that are a cause of con­ 
cern to editors. 
F ortunately for th e cause of new s fre e ­ 
dom , Mr. Roth is no longer attorney g en ­ 
era l of Michigan.

w arning* was w ritten by George

the greatest dangers to life and property— 
in the home, on the farm, and in places of 
business.

In High Places 
T 
HE 
nation’s capital is frequently the 
source of am azing stories. And one ot 
th e m ost incredible of all was carried by 
th e press associations u nder a W ashington 
datelin e early in April. 
It seems that staff experts of the House- 
S e n ate 
Economic 
com mittee, w hich is 
stu d y in g inflation and related problem s, 
suggested that a “lu x u ry ta x ” be placed on 
m eat. 
T hey added th a t m eat is really a 
“ lu x u ry food” and so it might as well bear 
a special tax. 
This, to put it mildly, is about as crack ­ 
pot an idea as anyone has come up w ith 
in a long time. Its only purpose can be to 
d riv e th e A m erican standard 
of 
living 
d o w n tow ard subsistence levels as rapidly 
as possible. If m eat is a “lux u ry .” then the 


v a s t m ajority of A m ericans indulge in lu x ­ 
u rious living every day — and 
m any 
of 
th e m do it three tim es a day. They don t 
all go in for T -bones by any m eans, but 
th e y buy some kind of m eat and they re l­ 
ish it. 
M oreover, 
it 
has 
been 
scientifically 
pro v en that m eat, because of its w hole 
protein content, has a direct beneficial in ­ 
fluence on the m ental and physical health 
of the individual. 
It m akes for strength, 
stam ina, and m o rale— a fact w hich wa*' 
dem onstrated on a m ass scale in the arm y 
d u rin g the last war. w hen the m ilitary diet 
contained an unusually high proportion of 
m eat. O ther established discoveries show 
that m eat is of the greatest value in m any 
kinds of illness, and in a high percentage 
of prenatal and postnatal cases. 
It is good to report that the com m ittee 
itself did not endorse a “ luxury 
tax 
on 
m eat. 
A pparently th e m em bers, w ho are 
responsible to constituents with th e pow er 
of the ballot, had b ette r sense. But th e fact 
that alleged “staff e x p e rts” even suggested 
such a tax, 
casts a g reat w hite light on 
som e of the thinking th at is going on in 
the nation’s capital w h ere laws are m ade 
and policies established.

and values. But the sad fact rem ains that 
back of alm ost every fire, great or small, 
is hum an failu re— carelessness, ignorance, 
indifference.

W A SH IN G TON — While th e nation w or­ 
ries about F ar Eastern w ar strategy, it can 


dc revealed tnat spectacular new atomic 
weapons have been developed that 
can 
wipe out an entire regim ent w ith one a r­ 
tillery shot or neutralize a city w ithout 
killing a soul. 
For security reasons, only a general re- 
pori can be given. However, it can be stat­ 
ed that new w eapons are u nder way which 
may stop Russian aggression dead in its 
tracks: 
1. 
A 
terrible, m ore pow erful atomic 
bomb has been produced th at m akes the 
old-fashioned Hiroshima bomb seem like i 
firecracker by comparison. This new super 
bomb will be exploded at Eniw etok May 
6 to 12 in tests so im portant th at top mili­ 
tary and congressional leaders have been 
invited to attend. 
2. A giant Howitzer, capable of firing 
atomic shells, will be off the production 
line within three to five months. This is so 
huge that it m ust be hauled 
by 
freight 
train. However, just one shot from this 
atomic-belching Howitzer could wipe out 
a regiment. 
3. A new type of w arfare, called radio­ 
logical w arfare, has been developed from 
atomic research. By using radioactive rays, 
a city could be contam inated and subse­ 
quently captured w ithout loss of life or 
property. A radioactive dose could be used 
that would not cause death unless absorb­ 
ed for three or four days. Thus, the pop­ 
ulace would have plenty of tim e to evacu­ 
ate in safety. 
This radiological w arfare is w hat Con­ 
gressm an Albert Gore, 
Tennessee D em o­ 
crat, had in mind w hen he suggested es­ 
tablishing a radioactive belt across 
the 
Korean peninsula. If a strong enough dose 
w ere used, a radioactive 
no 
m a n ’s 
land 
could be established that would mean cer­ 
tain death to C om m unist foot soldiers who 
tried to cross it. 
ATOMIC DIFFICULTIES 
Significantly, G ore’s suggestion was ta k ­ 
en up last w eek by the joint congressional 
atomic energy committee. 
However, e x ­ 
perts from the atomic energy commission 
w arned that the production of radioactive 
m aterial for radiological w arfare 
would 
cut down the atomic bom b output. 
They pointed out a possible alternative, 
however. Buried in our S outhw est deserts 
is a huge radioactive stockpile of atomic 
wastes that could be used to produce the 
necessary radioactive m aterial without re ­ 
ducing atomic bomb production. The tro u ­ 
ble is that the stockpile contains a m ixture 
of radioactive byproducts, including some 
that will rem ain radioactive for centuries. 
Thus, the radioactivity m ight not w ear off, 
and an attacking arm y would not enter 
the contam inated area iii order to hold it. 
It 
is 
possible— through 
an 
expensive 
process to separate the long te rm radio­ 
active byproducts from those which are 
short-lived. The difficulty w ith this is that 
the radioactive m aterial m ust be used im ­ 
mediately. 
O therwise, a radioactive dose 
that had been prepared to contam inate an 
area, say for 60 days, m ight w ear out be­ 
fore it w as used. 
A nother 
difficulty 
w ith 
radiological 
w art are is tho danger to those who handle 
it. Radioactive m aterial to be used for the 
purpose of contam inating an enem y objec­ 
tive m ust be carried in clumsy, lead-lined 
containers. A fter the lead-lined containers 
are dropped on an enemy, how ever, explo­ 
sive charges attached to the containers can 
free the radioactive rays. 
Despite all these difficulties, the im port­ 
ant factor is that radiological w a rfa re is 
now possible— if P resident T ru m an w ants 
to use it. 
MacARTHUR LETTERS 
Even ex-m em bers of Congress are be­ 
ing flooded w ith “M acA rthur” letters. Ex- 
Senator Scott Lucas of Illinois, who has 
been practicing law in W ashington since 
ins ueteat last November, so far has re ­

"In voting to re-elect you to th e Senate 
last fall.” the schoolteacher wrote, “ I was 
convinced that you w ere first an A m eri­ 
can and second a Republican.

for 
servicemen. 
C ongress­ 
men approved it Friday. 
P resi­ 
dent T ru m an will shortly sign it 
into law. 
It covers all men in service on 
or after J u n e 27, 1950 and for 120 
days afte r getting out. 
W hat (if 
those w ho died as a result of ser­ 
vice or or after Ju n e 27 and be­ 
fore this new insurance becomes 
law? 
T he 
next 
of kin will receive 
$10,000 insurance. It will not be 
in a lum p sum but in m onthly in­ 
stallm ents of about $92.90 for 120 
m onths, or IO years. 
Until now’ men in service had no 
in su ran ce 
unless 
they 
bought 
w hat is called 
National 
Service 
Life In su ran ce (NSLI). 
For this 
they had to pay. They could buy 
up to $10,000 worth, or any part 
of it. M any didn’t buy it. 
Had to Pay For It 
W hen those who did buy it got 
out, they could keep the in su r­ 
ance. But they had to pay for it, 
of 
course. 
But 
they could get 
NSLI “ te rm ” or perm anent in su r­ 
ance. 
T he most they could have 
was $10,000. 
Most 
World 
War II veterans 
dropped the NSLI when they got 
out. 
O nly about 4,000,000 v eter­ 
ans of th a t w ar still have it, al­ 
though it’s cheaper than the reg u ­ 
lar com m ercial insurance. 
Some, but not all, cl the men 
who 
entered 
tile 
service since 
World W ar II have bought, and 
have been paying for, this NSLI. 
The 
m any 
veterans 
who kept 
NSLI afte r the w ar and w ere call­ 
ed back since June 27 have kept 
on paying. 
Now comes a question: 
W hat 
about the m an who had—or d id n ’t 
have— NSLI and was killed on or 
after J u n e 27, 1950. 
How m uch 
of the new free $10,oui) insurance 
will his next of kin get? 
If 
he 
had $ I (>-,000 NSLI, his 
survivors will get the full $10,000 
but none of the free $10,000. 
If 
he had som e NSLI, but not $10,- 
000 w orth, the governm ent will 
pay the survivors the difference 
between his NSLI and the $10,000 
free insurance. If he had no NSLI 
at all, the survivors will get $10,- 
000 free. 
In 
short, 
the purpose of this 
soon-to-be law is to see that the 
survivors 
of 
a 
servicem an get 
$10,000 insurance, but no more, 
from the government, provided he 
dies as a result of service or w ith ­ 
in 120 days atter getting out. 
Insurance Not Taxable 
Suppose a m an now in service, 
01 one called back into service, 
some NSLI for which 
h e’s 


the governm ent inc cash surrender 
value which he received and pay 
up a small part of the prem ium s 
he would have been paying if he 
h ad n ’t surrendered the policy at 
all. He can resum e his old N S H 
w ithout a medical exam ination. 
4. Or, if he gave up his NSLI, 
got the cash su rren d er value, and 
now is out of service and w ants 
to resum e it bul doesn’t have the 
cash value to pay back, he can re­ 
sum e the policy but at the rate 
for ais age w hen he does resume. 
So the prem ium s in that case will 
be a little higher th an form erly 
since he first took out that policy 
at a younger age. 
Men in Service 
P u t w hat of the m en now in 
service, or who will be going in, 
who have no NSLI but will be 
covered 
by the free insurance? 
What can they do, w hen they get 
out, about continuing some kind 
of governm ent insurance? 
!. Within 120 days after getting 
out, 
they 
can 
apply for NSLI 
“te rm ” up to $10,000— and get it 


w ithout a medical 
exam ination. 
But the price of it will increase 
every five years as the m an gets 
older. This “term ” insurance, for 
the m an w ho never had it before, 
can’t be converted into a p erm a ­ 
nent policy. 
(W hen a servicem an who had 
bought the old NSLI insurance— 
before this law— got out, he could 
get it changed from “ term ” in su r­ 
ance to th e p erm anent kind. T h a t’s 
a big difference m ade by the new 
law. 
Now a man buying NSLI 
for the first tim e can ’t get p erm a­ 
nent 
insurance 
unless he’s dis­ 
abled.) 
2. If he is disabled in service, 
m aking him ineligible for norm al 
com m ercial 
insurance, 
a 
man 
when he gets out can buy NSLI 
on 
a 
term or perm anent basis, 
and, of course, he’ll have to start 
paying for it. 
3. If totally disabled in service, 
a m an w hen he gets out will get 
governm ent insurance lip to $10,-

It is necessary every few years to w rite 
a column on the obscured

neutral 
vowels which occur in unaccented sylla­ 
bles. When I show the pronunciation SOF- 
fuh( for instance, for sofa, or uh-K O U N T 
for account, some of m y readers accuse me 
of trying to teach people to grunt. T he gist 
of their com m ents is: “ Why don’t you go 
back to the farm ?" “ Are you trying to get 
us back to the Indian ‘ugh’?” “Colby, why 
don’t you buy yourself a dictionary and 
learn to use it?’’ 
My symbol “u h ” is iii no wise an ani- 
m al-iike giuut, nor has it any associa tion 
with the interjection “ugh!” 
ll 
stands 
simply for the proper and neutral sound 
which has been heard in unaccented sylla­ 
bles of English words for centuries, and 
which is recognized by all com petent a u ­ 
thorities. 
Some of the dictionary symbols are con­ 
fusing. I adm it (the most confusing are tile 
italic symbols used by the M erriam W eb­ 
ste r’s dictionaries and their im itators). But 
no m odern dictionary fails to sanction the 
neutral vowel sound in unaccented syl­ 
lables. 
Look up the words sofa and account in 
any good dictionary. You will find that no 
one of them sanctions the pronunciations 
“S O E -fah” and “ah-K O UN T." 
I cannot 
use diacritical m arks iii m.\ column, so it 
is impossible for me to show you the d if­ 
ferent symbols em ployed by the various 
dictionaries, but I can refer you to at least 
tw o—Funk and Wagnalls 
New 
College 
S tandard (1947), and Grossett and D un­ 
lap ’s WORDS: The New Dictionary ( 1949)

adhered to a policy of no inter­ 
views and declined to give his 
views on events, past or present. 
But it wasn’t always so. 
After 
World War I he won the 
nick­ 
nam e “ Hell ’n’ Maria” from his 
testimony before a House com­ 
mittee investigating the adminis­ 
tration of the war 
department. 
And his underslung pipe—which 
appeared at first glance to be up­ 
side down—also typified Dawes 
to the nation a generation ago. 
It was as “Hell ’n M aria” that 
America remembers Dawes best. 
Dawes was a brigadier general 
with the A. E. F. in 
France 
in 
World War I and was assigned as 
general purchasing officer. 
Appearing before the House in­ 
vestigating 
committee, 
he was 
asked: “ Isn’t it true that excessive 
prices were paid for mules?” 
“ Hell ’n’ Maria!” 
shouted the 
general. “I’d have 
paid 
horse 
prices for sheep if the sheep could 
have hauled artillery.” 
Native Of Ohio 
Dawes, who was born in M ari­ 
etta, O., started his business life 
in Lincoln, Nebr., as a law yer and 
in banking but he came to Chica­ 
go before the turn of the century. 
And for more than 50 years he 
was one of the leaders in civic, 
banking and political circles. His 
brother, 
Rufus, 
was 
associated 
with him in his banking business. 
Early in his career as a banker, 
General Dawes, only 31 years old, 
served as comptroller of the cur­ 
rency under President McKinley. 
Surviving 
Dawes, 
besides his 
widow, is a daughter, Mrs. Melvin 
B. Ericson, of Evanston. 
A son, 
Rufus, drowned in 1912 when he 
was 21. Later General and Mrs 
Dawes adopted two children, now 
Mrs. Virginia Cragg 
of 
Kenil­ 
worth, 111., and Dana McCutcheon 
Dawes, of Marengo, 111.

The Michigan Bell Telephone 
company today joined the parade 
to abolish the nickel pay station 
eall. 
George A. Marcouiller manager 
here for the company, announced 
that 10-cent pay calls will be in­ 
cluded in an application to be fil­ 
ed by Michigan 
Bell 
with 
the 
Public Service Commission May 
14 for a rate increase 
to 
raise 
revenues 17 per cent, or $22,000,- 
000 a >ear. 
He said the rate boost would 
amount to less than 4 cents a day 
for most residence telephone users 
here. 
Costa Are Mounting 
Marcouiller said the 
rate 
in­ 
crease “is urgently needed to help 
the company meet the mounting 
costs of doing business, including 
higher taxes, wages, and costs of 
materials, and to assist it in pro­ 
viding the service the state will 
need during the 
national emer­ 
gency.” 
One 
of 
the 
last 
survivors 
against the tide of inflation, the 
5-cent charge at public telephones 
has remained undisturbed since 
the organization of Michigan Bell 
ir. 1904. In proposing to abandon 
it. the company follows a national 
trend. 
Ten-cent charges are in 
effect in New 
York, 
Minnesota, 
I'linois, 
and 
certain 
cities

South Dakota and Iowa.

“The fact that so many people 
wait in line for service

Frank 
Cookson 
was 
one 
of 
George O rr’s most efficient camp 
foremen and rivermen. The story 
is told that Cookson bet he could 
cut a log iii the woods, can y it to 
the river, and ride it across with­ 
out getting wet, and when some­ 
one took him up, he cut a dry ce­ 
dar about 25 feet long, carried it 
to the bank and not only rode it 
across the river, but lay down on 
his back and smoked a cigar while 
doing it. Some doubt that, but I 
knew Cookson pretty well and 11 
believ e it. I know he could easily I 
have carried a dead cedar log big 
enough to float him, and there 
were dozens of river drivers in 
the G\ L. crews who comd ride 
and birl logs and perform stunts 
better than many professionals I 
have seen. The Knuth boys were 
especially good. 
Worst Meal 
Cookson and I once went up to 
inspect and check George Robert’s 
operations. 
Roberts had I unshed 
a large cedar contract on the up­ 
per West Branch. 
We 
went 
to 
S in g le to n on the ‘‘Haywire’ and 
from there walked on snowshoes 
over seven miles, arriving at his 
No. I camp about dark. 
All the 


northwest 
of 
Wolf Lake above 
Seney, in the winter of 1898-99. 
The butt log, 12 feet long, meas­ 
ured seven feet two inches at the 
small end and by Scribner (deci­ 
mal) rule would scale 4310 feet. 
The second log, 16 feet I ong, was 
five feet and two inches in diam ­ 
eter, 
and scaled 2890 leet. 
The 
clear white pine lumber in those 
two logs, on today’s market, would 
be worth considerably over $2,000. 
It took the three man gang, (Wm. 
Pine—appropriate 
name—timber 
fitter, and Louis Stnbbage and Ed 
Heitzman, sawyers), over half a 
j day to fall the tree. Lumberjacks 
worked iii three man gangs,—a 
i “timber fitter” whose job it was 
to size up the tree, determine the 
exact spot where it was to fall, 
and notch it accordingly, and two 
sawyers. It required a real expert 
to do this with those big trees, 
perhaps 150 feet high. The saw­ 
yers had to be good too in order 
to cut the light distance toward 
the notch on e.ich side so as not 
to pull the nee one way or the- 
other. 
They had trouble driving this 
log. Too big to float clear, when 
the four or five men “bringing up 
the rear” got one end out in the 
stream the current simply rolled 
it over to Hie ether side to hang 
up again. Cookson came back to 
SEK* what was the matter and told 
them to “leave it there”. He sent 
Harvey Saunders for a large auger 
camp watchman had to otter was and some dynamite and blew it 
some mouldy biscuits, cold soggy 
boiled potatoes (which had begun 
to spoil), and fat salt pork, “sow 
belly”, without a streak of lean in 
it 
We made tea and fried some 
of 
the 
potatoes 
which helped 
some, but Cookson told me after­ 
ward it was the worst meal he 
had ever eaten. However, after a 
seven mile hike on snowshoes I 
had the appetite and stomach ol 
a goat. We spent the next day in­ 
specting Roberts’ cuttings which 
covered six sections and then hik­ 
ed back to Shingleton Hie same 
night. 
For me. that was a journey in­ 
to the “never never’, a 
giant's 
fairyland.

May Be Stable 


Babson Sees Them 
As Permanent Set-Up 


By ROGER W. BABSON 
BABSON PARK, Mass.—I con­ 
tinuo to believe in the cycle theo­ 
ry, This means that we will peace 
scares, 
war 
scares 
and 
labor 
scares. But none of us may live to 
see another 1929-32. 
Heretofore the preparation for 
war has been a haphazard affair. 
We have frantically prepared fox- 
war when we saw it corning. Af­ 
ter the war was over, we demo­ 
bilized and our w ar preparations 
were stopped. Hence, each gen­ 
eration 
saw 
a 
sudden radical 
change 
from 
producing 
peace 
goods to producing military sup­ 
plies. Then they later 
saw 
an 
abrupt change back 
again 
to 
peace goods. It m ay be that this 
“on-again off-again” process is 
over. The war industries business 
may become stable and constant 
like most other businesses. Let 
me illustrate: 
We could have a constant flow 
of new tanks, 
jeeps, 
airplanes, 
bombs, etc., each year, whether 
or not war is expected. Tanks, for 
instance, have a five year '‘life.*’ 
due to obsolescence. Then each 
year all the tanks over five years 
old would be ground up for scrap. 
or else sold to foreign countries 
in exchange for much needed raw 
materials. This would always give 
us a simply of the latest modern

tanks, the same as we now have 
improved 
automobiles, 
washing 
machines and radios each year. 
Effect l Tpon Business 
This program could be a great 
stabilizer for business, employment 
and investments. It would provide 
an incentive to colleges to train 


! personnel to run w ar industries. 
!lt would assure permanent 
jobs 
for those now in such war in­ 
dustries. The entire present pic­ 
ture would change. Instead of the 
war industry 
being 
wastefully 
prosperous at one time, and then 
dead at other times, it would al­ 


ways 
be 
normally prosperous. 
Each year we would use new blue 
prints and old war materials to 
make a new stock of tanks, guns, 
jeeps, planes, bombs, etc. Then, at 
the end of five years, we would 
break these up for 
scrap; 
after 
which new ones would be built I would 


according to new models. 
After 
five more years these new models 
would become obsolete and be re­ 
converted into raw materials, and 
so on indefinitely. 
The probable program is some­ 
thing for every investor to con­ 
sider. Instead of the steel industry 
being a feast or famine business, 
this program could m ake it fair­ 
ly stable. It would stabilize rail­ 
road stocks, which otherwise will 
have a big slump 
when 
peace 
comes again. Under 
this 
cycle 
theory a railroad, 
operating 
be­ 
tween Detroit 
and 
Pittsburgh, 
would have constant loads— haul­ 
ing the steel to Detroit, then haul­ 
ing the scrap back to Pittsburgh, 
and—after it is made into steel— 
hauling the steel again to Detroit 
—and so on forever! 
Investors And Labor 
I am fearful what labor leaders 
will do when the next depression 
comes. Putting the arm am ent busi­ 
ness on a permanent basis, how­ 
ever, could postpone a severe la­ 
bor conflict for many years. The 
program would keep money Howl­ 
ing into the stores to buy consum­ 
er goods and thus help both mer­ 
chandising 
and 
manufacturing 
stocks and the rails. In fact, such 
a new industry could prevent a 
stock market collapse for many 
years! Earnings could be stabilized 
and fair dividends assured. 
Labor’s real gripe is that the 
government wants to put a “ceil­ 
ing” on wages, but not on profits. 
If investors had a “floor” on pro­ 
fits, the same as union labor and 
the farmers have a floor on wages, 
a ceiling on 
profits 
would 
be 
feasible. But to do so would mean 
socialism. A 
far better system 
be to insist on the com-
